There has been action in the White 


House, where the president and his ad- 
visors assembled in special cabinet ses- 
sion at 10:30 o'clock; action in both 
branches of congress, where the mes- 
sage of the president on the Maine dis- 
aster and t.ie report and testimony of 
the court of inquiry were received; ac- 
tion in the secret conferences of state 
officials and diplomats concerning the 
latest phases of Spanish-American ne- 
gotiation, and action in the war and 
navy departments, with the Spanish 
situation as a common purpose of all 
the varying aspects of onicial action. 


Seldom has a day been replete with 


so many diverse and important phases 
of a single subject. 


And yet, throughout this activity, the 


prevailing tone, as received from ad- 
ministration sources, has heen. more 
assuring, more in the line of peace 
than it has been for some days. 


This was the impression conveyed by 


cabinet officers after the special cabi- 
net session. The same sentiment char- 
acterized the diplomatic conferences at 
the state department 


But in congress, which afforded the 


greatest field for anti-Spanish and war- 
like expressions, a strain of discontent 
and uneasiness prevailed after the pres- 
ident's mesage and the Maine, report, 
were submitted, especially on the house 
side. 


Contained No Surprise!*. 


The president's message, submitting 


the Maine report and accompanying 
evidence, was the main event of the 
day. Those who had anticipated that 
the mesage would contribute to the ag- 
gressive spirit were disappointed. It 
contained no surorises. 


in me nouse or representatives the 


message and report were referred to the 
committee on foreign affairs, and Span- 
ish debate was for the time being di- 
verted. In the senate there was a sim- 
ilar reference to the committee on for- 
eign relations, and Mr. Money of Mis- 
sissippi delivered a brief and energetic 
speech picturing the woes of Cuba. 


With the report was submitted the 


voluminous evidence taken at Havana 
and Key West before the court of in- 
quiry. 


Examined in' detail, this 
evidence 


proved to be much more interesting in 
recital than the cold and dispassionate 
review submitted by the court. 


The special cabinet session was held 


to go over the president's message, ami 
more particularly to consider the latest 
developments in the negotiations now 
proceeding'with Spain. These had as- 
sumed a witie field, embracing not only 
the Maine question, but the entire Cu- 
ban problem. 


The answer of "Spain was in hand, tc 


the firm note sent -through Minister 
Woodford 
last week 
stating 
that 


the condition of Cuban affairs hatl 
become so intolerable that the United 
States could not much longer remain 
inactive toward it. The general tone 
of the Spanish answer impressed the 
president and cabinet officers most fa- 
vorably, so much sothatafter the meet- 
ing it was stated by members that the 
outlook was far more assuring, and 
that Spain had shown such a concilia- 
tory tone that it was believed she 
would make concessions sufficient to 
permit an amicable adjustment of the 
present strained relations. 


Danger' Toiiit Not Parsed. 


This was qualified, however, by the 


statement/that the danger point has 
not yet passed, and that war, while no 
longer a probability, was yet a possi- 
bility. The president has distinctly dis- 
closed to his cabinet associates his pur- 
pose to avert war if it was possible 
with a just solution of the Cuban prob- 
lem, and he had felt, from the disposi- 
tion manifested by. Spain, that this just 
solution could be reached. 


This, however, is without consider- 


ing congress, which may, now that the 
subject is formally before it, take some 
radical action. 


Meantime, at the state department 


cablegrams were being received from 
Minister Woodford, and the Spanish 
minister, Senor Polo de Bernabe, was 
in lengthy conference with Judge Day 
as to the prospective adjustment. 


The meeting between the Spanish 


minister and Judge Day came after the 
cabinet conference, so that such repre- 
sentations as Spain submitted through 
him did not go before the cabinet. At 
least two of these new nnases submit- 
ted by tne minister were of exceeding 
Importance'. 


The Spanish government made it 


known that no objection would be 
made to the humanitarian objects of 
the United States government in ex- 
tending relief to the sufferers In Cuba 
on A far greater scale than hitherto 
Lad been contemplated. On the con- 
trary, Spain has made known that it 
recognizes the humane purposes ani- 
mating thie countrv. .

and their friends. 
Mr. Northcotte is 


a smooth, easy talker and is well up 
in the mj'Steries of woodcraft. 
He 


should have arrived here yesterday 
afternoon, but owing to some delays 
caused by high water, he did not ar- 
rive until the late train, but he said 
he was here, and got here in spite of 
some other place and high water. 
Owing to the tlood and other enter- 
tainments the audience was not as 
large as it should have been. 
This, 


tbe speaker said, did not discourage 
him, as there was nothing that would 
increase faster than a camp of wood- 
craft men. I know," he said, "what 
the seed will do. We now liavc more 
than 5,000 Woodmen in Ohio, and in 
ten years, or less, we will have CO,- 
000. 
The order is growing rapidly 


everywhere., 'The spirit of woodcraft 
is catching. Its growth is wonderful 
and its membership is 
composed 


largely of the working class, the 
wage-earners—young men full of vim 
and vigor—the'great middle class of 
people, the flower of manhood, now 
numbering more than, 300,000. We 
are told by some that as a social or- 
ganization it may be all'right, but as 
to the'insurance-feature it will fail or 
become too expensive to be operative. 
As the membership grow old and tbe 
death rate increases, it will .become 
ve'ry expensive. 
Let us see.' Since 


January, 1894, we have enrolled more 
than 200,000, the ^average age being 
possibly 32. It will be at 
least 


twenty-five' years before any of these 
die fron^old'agc. The older members 
of today'will be dead and gone before 
there can be an enormous increase in 
assessments, and young blood is con- 
tinually being 
enrolled, and 
will 


eventually reach the two 
million 


mark. 
This organization is governed 


under the same land as the United 
States government and will stand for- 
ever, 
.in the history of this old re- 


public no fraternal societies have 
failed. 
Tlie membership of a well- 


govcmcd^fraternal society have their 
hands upon the throttle, have full 
knowledge of its workings and keep 
within touch of its officials. It is 
organized charity that goes to the 
right place, not run for glory, but foi 
protection. It is a great thing to join 
hands in helping each other. 
This 


order is now fifteen years old and the 
cost is about forty cents per montl 
per thousand dollars. This could in-

very largely and

Captain Sigsbee Furuishes th« Most In- 


terestinc Account of the Horrible DU- 
a.stcr, but the Narrative of Ensign 
Fowelsbn Is Not Without Som» Feat- 
arcs Which Are Keutly Sensation*!. 
The Divers Alga Gave Much Valuable 
Information About 
the 
Submerged 


Wreck. 


Washington, March 29.—The report 


of the court of inquiry and the volu- 
minous testimony taken by the Maine 
court of inquiry; "together with the 
president's message, were referred to 
the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions; 


The testimony was taken on 18 dif- 


ferent days, the fourteenth day, how- 
ever, being devoted to viewing the 
wreck. 
, , 
' 


The story of the destruction of the 


vessel is told in a manner which gives 
all the blamable facts. 
No technical 


detail is omitted. Every movement and 
incident connected with the Maine 
from the time she left Key West until 
the last diver examined the wreck, 
slowly sinking into the mud of Ha- 
vana harbor, is given. The story ia m- 
teresting to the American people. 


Those who read it could hav» little 


doubt as to whether there was an in- 
ternal or external explosion. 
Perhaps 


the most significant testimony is that 
showing the bottom plates on the port 
side of the ill-fated Mains to be bent 
inward and upward—a result that hard- 
ly could have followed anything save 
an explosion from the outside. 


A mass of testimony is submitted 


showing the care exercised on hoard 
the ship by Captain Sigsbee and his 
officers, and the apparent impossibility 
of the accident occurring by anything 
internal, such as the heating of the 
bunkers, spontaneous combustion, or 


i from any other cause upon which so 
many theories were based. 
' 


The testimony of Captain Sigsbee ia 


of the greatest importance,^ and per- 
haps is of.more general interest than 
that of other men called before the 
board. 
With great care and minute- 


iness he gives an account of the man- 
agement of the ship; how she was han- 


u, what was done from day to day; 


on board, how she sailed into Havana, 
her anchorage, and what he knew 
about It, and in fact every point upon 
which the government desires to b» in- 
formed. 


Technical Testimony. 


Second to the importance of the tes- 


timony of Captaiu SiKBbee is that of 
Ensign Powellson, who had charge of 
the divers, and-knew from, day to day 
what these divers found. This officer 
was minutely informed as to the con- 
struction of the Maine and everything 
about her. His testimony \vas to. a cer- 
tain extent technical, bearing upon the 
construction, of the ship, her plates, 
etc., but it was from these plates and 
this technical knowledge that he was. 
able to declare" that the'explosion took 
place from the outside. 


The 
divers — Morgan, Olsen and 


Smith—all contributed important evi- 
dence. They testified that the plates 
were bent inward on the bottom port 
side and outward on the starboard side. 


The story of the explosion as told by 


different witnesses adds little to what 
Captain Sigsbee and Commander Wain- 
wright related. 


Nothing in the testimony fixes re- 


sponsibility, no conspiracy is apparent, 
no knowledge of the planting of a mine 
is shown. Captain Sigsbee states that 
a 
somewhat 
bitter" feeling existed 


Against the American ship and Ameri- 
cans generally, and a witness, whose 
name Is suppressed, tells of overhear- 
ing a conversation among Spanish offi- 
cers and a citizen indicating a fore- 
knowledge of the destruction of the 
Maine by intention to blow her up. 


An official of the American consulate 


tells of Information anonymously re- 
ceived tending to show that a conspira- 
cy existed. But nothing is definitely 
stated which fixes any responsibility 
upon Spain or her subjects.

Exactly the Opposite of What the 


Investigation Shows. 


Washington, March 29.— A full sy- 


nopsis of the report of the Spanish 
naval commission which investigated 
the destruction of the battleship Maine 
is hereby given: - 


The report coutuins declarations made by 


ocular r.'itnesses and experts. From these 
statements it clearly deduces and proves 
the absence of all those attendant circum- 
stances which arc Invariably present on 
the occasion ot the explosion* of a torpedo. 


The evidence of witnesses comparatively 


close to the Maine at the moment is to the 
effect that only one explosion 
occurred; 


tha^ no column of water was thrown Into 
the nlr, that 110 shock to the side of the 
nearest vessel was felt, nor cm luud was 
any vibration noticed, and that uo dead 
nsli were found. 


The evidence of the senior pilot of the 


harbor stales tlint there is abundance of 
fish in the harbor and this Is corroborated 
by other witnesses. 
The assistant engi- 


neer of works states that after explosions 
made during; the execution of works in the 
harbor he li.is always found dead fish. 


The divers were unable to examine the 


bouom of the Maine, which was buried lu 
the mud, but » careful examination of the 
sides of the vessels, the rents and breaks 
In which all point outward, shows without 
a doubt that the exrjloslon TVRS from the" 
Inside. 


A minute examination of the bottom of 


the harbor around the vessel .shows abso- 
lutely no sign of the action of a torpedo 
and the fiscal (j'-'dge advocate) of the com- 
mission can find no precedent for the ex- 
plosion of the storage magazines of a ves- 
sel by « torpedo.

The 
steamer City of Washington was anchored 
about two hundred yards to the south arid 
east of the Maine's stern slightly on, the 
port quarter. 


The Maine coaled at Key West, taking 


on about 150 tons, tho ooal being regularly 
Inspected and taken from the go'vernment 
coal pile.

received from the chief engineer that any

in Havana, but the terms made me^ favor 
autonomistlc government in Havana "which 
Is unpcpulaf among a large class of Spanish 
nnd Cuban residents. I have no means of 
knowing whether "my apparent interference 
in the political; concerns of the Island had' 
any relation to the destruction of the 
Maine." 


When asked whether there was any dem- 


onstration of animosity by peopie afloat 
Captain SIgsbee said that there never was 
on shore, us he was informed, but there 
was afloat. 
He then related that on the 


first Sunday after the Maine's arrival a 
ferryboat 
crowded densely 
wlth: people, 


civil and military, returning from a bull 
light, passed the Maine and about 40 peo- 
ple on board indulged in yells, whistles 
nnd derisive calls. During the stay in Ha- 
vana, Captain SIgsbee took more than or- 
dinary precautions for the protection of the 
Maine by placing sentries on the forecastle 
and poop, quarantine and signal bojs on 
the bridge and on the poop.

He states that very few people visited 


the ship, Lieutenant Commander W^ln- 
right being rather severe on desultory 'vis- 
itors.

of

This visit was during the absence of the 


captain. He said he made every effort to 
have the Spanish officers visit the ship to

correct and sign bills of exception. 


Mr. Boxweli—Amending the law so 


as to bring Tillages of the second class 
under the provisions of the street im- 
provement law applying to villages d'f 
the first class. 


Same—Allowing village councils to 


assess one-half of sidewalks upon the 
general duplicate. 


Mr. Bennett—Amending section 3735 


so as to change the classification of for- 
eign and domestic fire insurance com- 
panies for the purpose of taxation. 


Mr. Joyce of Guernsey—Reducing the 


percentage of the tax inquisitor from 
20 to 10 per cent.
